sential feature of life on his Mg bat 
tlexhlps, and with the const ruction of 
the many new vessels recently author­ 
ised, he is making a special effort at 
ail navy recruiting stations to enlist 
men with some musical training. 
The life of the nnvy musicians is 
varied. 
They start the day by sur 
roumllng the flagpole and playing “The 
Istar-Hpungled Banner* as the colors 
are raised. At eight o’clock they start 
playing and continué for one hour. At 
noon they play for another hour and 
at night they give a concert from 7 :30 
to 8:45 o’clock. 
At sunset they sur­ 
round the flagstaff and again play 
“The Star-Spangled Banner" as the col­ 
ors are lowered. 
The musicians enliven the life of the 
entire ship. In cam* of war tpey pluy 
stirring patriotic airs when attack is 
made «pon the enetny, and in time of 
peace they lighten the labors of the 
Jackies by playing the popular music 
of the day. In the evening after work 
is done the band starts Its concert, and 
the mm», grouped about the main deck, 
dance, clog and arrange impromptu en­ 
tertainments. When the crew is coal­ 
ing the bandsmen play, and the music 
cheers them and has a tendency to fa­ 
cilitate and expedite the work. 
Skilled musicians can enlist in the 
second class, which pays $33 a month 
and maintenance. Yonng men between 
the ages of eighteen and twenty-one, 
who have a slight knowledge of music 
can enlist under the classification of 
landsmen for musician. These men are 
paid $17.50 a month and “found,” to 
use the nautical expression. From the 
recruiting stations they are shipped t# 
Newport, R. L, or Norfolk, Vs., where 
they are schooled for six months and 
then assigned to Ships. 
After two years’ service the men are 
given opportunity to be examined for 
promotion. 
First-class musicians are 
paid $39.50 and bandmasters get $57.- 
20.
